Raiding Party Repulsed, 


»+ LONDON, June = 27.4 hostile 
raiding party was repulsed early this 
morning north of Roeux after sharp 
fighting in which the enemy suffered 
considerable loss,” said the official re- 
ort from Britisli headquarters in 
‘france issued tonight. 

“Much successful work was accom- 
plished by our airplanes yesterday, In 
the air fighting five German machines 
were brought down.

BOURASSA SAYS 
~ ANNEXATION IS 
ONLY DANGER 


Fight Not Only Conscription But 
Sons Fighting For Foreign 
Nations. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

MONTREAL, June 27.—The neces- 
sity of not only preventing the bring- 
ing into effect of compulsory enlist~- 
ment for overseas service, but also 
instead of going ahead with recruiting 
on the yoluntary basis of stopping na- 
tional suicide and commencing to re- 
organize the country from the eco- 
nomical yiewpoint, were principles 
that Henri Bourassa, the Nationalist 
leader, enunciated and argued for 
nearly three hours before a large anti- 
conscription gathering in the Monu- 
ment National, St. Lawrence Boule- 
vard, tonight, 

Mr. Bourassa declared that it was 
necessary to ascertain where Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier stood on the question of 
conscription, for it might become nec- 
sary to guard against the institution of 
compulsion by a Liberal government 
tomorrow as well as by the Consyrva- 
tive today. Sir Wilfrid, Mr. Bourassa 
charged, had agreed that the ranks of 
the Canadian troops should be filled. 
If volunteers were lacking, how would 
Sir Wilfrid fulfill his pledge to keep 
the ranks filled if he became premier, 
the Nationalist leader demanded, 

The only danger to Canada that 
Mr. Bourassa could see, was annexa- 
tion to the United States. He approv- 
ed of a referendum, no matter which 
party brought it about. The fight 
must be not only against the conscrip- 
tion bill, he said, but against the prin- 
ciple of Canadians sending their sons 
to fight for foreign nations.

Protest Meetings At Government 
Prohibiting Speaking By 
Mrs. Besant.

SIMLA, India, June 27, (via Reut- 
er's Ottawa Agency.)—The order is- 
sued by the government of Madras, 
June 15, forbidding further ‘agitation 
on the part of Mrs, Annie Besant, 
George Arundale and Mr. Wadia, who 
have been specially prominent in Mad- 
ras in conection with the India home 
rule campaign has caused much ex- 
citement in Indian political circles, 
resulting in much strong writing in 
the Indian press and much _ strong 
speaking at protest meeting held in all 
parts of India.

Latest Returns Emphasize Over- 
whelming Character Of Liberal 
Victory in Saskatchewan.

REGINA, June 27,—Latest returns 
in the Saskatchewan general election 
o1@ serve to further emphasize the 
overwhelming character of the Lib- 
eral victory. The size of the ma- 
jorities rolled up for candidates in 
many constituencies is the surprise of 
both parties. In over a dozen ridings 
the Liberal majorities run into four 
figures, while there are perhaps a 
score more ranging anywhere  be- 
tween five hundred and one thousand 

At midnight the standing of the 
parties is: Liberals, fifty; Conserva- 
tives, seven, The seven Conservative 
seats are Moose Jaw City, Saskatoon 
City, Moosomin, Rosetcown, Souris, 
South Qu’Appelle and Thunder Creek 
‘The Liberals conceded the last named 
riding today, where Gallaugher, Con- 
servative, has a lead of about 200, The 
Liberal defeat here was occasioned by 
the entry of Mrs. 8. V. Haight, Non- 
Partisan League candidate, into the 
field at the last moment, 

Tho biggest surprise of the election 
is the defeat of D, J. Wylie, Conser- 
vative, in Maple Creek, where, ac- 
cording to latest returns, John Colqu- 
houn, Liberal, has a majority of 467, 
with eight polls to hear from, 

Most of the Independent and Non- 
Partisan League candidates lost their 
deposits and not one of them secured 
election, 

In one or two ridings, the Liberal 
majority is small and as a few polls 
are still missing, there fs a possibility 
that a change may be effected. This 
is particularly true of Tisdale, where 
the Liberals lead by 55, with five 
polls to report. 

Hon. A. P. McNab, who returned to 
the capital tonight, reports that he has 
250 majority in Elrose, with sixteen 
polls yet to report and which he con- 
fidently expects will increase his ma- 
jority to between 300 and 400.

OTTAWA, June B7.—Another Lib- 
eral in the person of F, B, Carvell, 
member for Richmond, N. B., gave 
support to the nilfftary service act 
in the commons today. Mr, Carvell 
announced that he Would vote against 
the referendum améndment moved by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier and for the sec 
ond reading of the bill because he be- 
lieved that it wag the first duty of 
Canada to do everything we can to 
provide support for the soldiers at 
the front. Mr. Carvgll frankly con- 
fessed that he detested conscription, 
but under the present conditions -he 
belleved the bill to be necessary. He 
made an appeal to the government, 
however, to suspend the operation of 
the bill for a sufficient period for ev- 
erybody to get together and make one 
more united effort to secure the men 
needed by voluntary enlistment. Mr. 
Carvell, while disagreeing with his 
leader, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, said that 
he desired both his friends and his op- 
ponents to understand that he still 
had the greatest faith in the sincerity, 
loyalty and uprightness of his political 
chief, 

The most prominent speaker on the 
government side of the house was Sir 
Herbert Ames, who, in a moderate 
and well reasoned speech, supported 
the bill. Sir Herbert said he was 
willing to admit that the people of 
Canada were not prepared for con- 
scriptien at the present time. He 
believed, however, that they would be 
ready to accept the measure by the 
time ‘it is enforced, He suggested 
that in connection with the organiz+- 
tion of the. tribunals representation 
should be given to labor men. He 
expressed the personal view that he 
would be glad to see an election be- 
fore the bill is put into force. 

Dr. J. Edwards, of Frontenac, who 


spoke for nearly {wa hours, severely 
criticized Quebec 'and accused Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier of being linked up 


with the Nationalists in his opposition 
to conscription, Emmanuel Deylin, 
of Wright, expressed the belief that 
civil. strife would foligw the enforce- 
ment of the measure unloas the people 
were allowed to express their will. 

Cc. A, Gauvreau, of Temiscouata, 
pleaded for an absence of bitterness 
in reference to Quebec. ‘You do not 
throw such seed upon rocks,’ he said. 
“You sow it where it will grow—and 
you must reap.’ He said he had one 
son in the navy, another in the army 
and a third who intends to — enlist 
when he recovers from an_ illness. 
When Britain is at war Canada is at 
war, and the cause is just and right, 
he sald. Mr. Gauvreau said he re- 
sented the statements made by Dr. 
Michael Clark in regard to Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier.. He could no longer call 
Dr. Michael Clark the “honorable” 
member for Red Deer, It was the 
case of a pigmy trying to attack a 
giant. 

H. Boulay, of Rimouski (Conserva- 
tive) opposed the bill. He said he op- 
posed conscription because it was con- 
trary to the conditions and constitu- 
tion of the country. He considered 
that Canada had sent sent soldiers and 
money already in sufficient quantity. 

Mr. Boulay sald that’Mr. Gauthier,

Among the more influential of the 
leagues the idea of active resistance Ix 
strongly discounted. ‘There will be 
no fighting,”” one prominent Nation- 
alist remarked today, ‘There may ve 
some trouble, but I do not hesitate 
to say that I consider any antl-coa- 
scriptionist who took up arms would 
be foolish. Any resistance could not 
be effective. The government have all 
the military forces at their command. 
But every constitutional step will, I 
feel sure, be taken to prevent the bill 
being enforced. There will very pro- 
bably be strikes—ostensibly, perhaps, 
for higher wages owing to increased 
cost of living—but really the result of 
conscription. It is only among a very 
small minority that the idea of active 
resistance is encouraged,” 

The more prominent of the antl- 
conscription organizations known to 
exist are the Ligue Patriotique des In- 
terets Canadiens, Les Fils de la Lib- 
erte (the Sons of Liberty), Les Consti- 
tutionels and Les Amis de la Liberte. 
There is also one which bears the !u- 
gubrious name of the "Chevaliers de 
la Mort,” or “The Knights of Death.” 
Socialist organizations are likewise 
working against the bill, There is an 
element In the city which declares its 
intention to resort to any means to 
defeat conscription, but they are not 
numerous, It ts rather In the tribu- 
nals set up by the bill, it is intimated, 
that difficulties in the enforcement of 
conscription will arise in the prov- 
ince.

RUSSIAN AGITATOR 
CONSPIRED WITH 
PRINCE LEOPOLD 


M. Kerensky Exposes The Machin- 
ations Of Lenine—An Inter- 
cepted Wireless, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—That 
King Leopold, of lJBavaria, com- 
manding German forces, has conspired 
with the Russian agitator Lenine to- 
ward getting a general peace without 
annexation or contributing, was the 
deduction from a state department 
message received today. 

The message said Lenine had spoken 
before the Russian workmen's and 
soldiers’ congress on June 22 in favor 
of a general peace. M. Kerensky then 
spoke ,announcing he would repeat 
Lenine’s speech. Reading from a 
manuscript, he practically duplicated 
the agitator’s utterances, whereupon 
he announced that the document was 
in reality an intercepted wireless sign- 
ed by tne King of Bavaria,

president, and seconded by E, Fre- 
reault, secretary, and is as follows: 

“Whereas, voluntary enrollment not 
only in Quebec, but in the entire do- 
minion, is practically a thing of the 
past; 

“Whereas, to aid the efforts of the 
allies and to bring this war to a suc- 
cesrful conclusion; 

“Whereas, the government has the 
power to put In force the Militia Act: 
"Be it resolved that the French section 
of the Montreal District of the Great 
War Veterans’ association asks the 
imposition of compulsory service on 
all able-bodied men from 20 to 45 
years of age, whether rich or poor, 
professional or laboring men, employ- 
ers or employees, marriec or single, 
foreiyners or citizens able to do their 
part for the sacred cause which the 
allies have been fighting for for three 
years.”

DRAGON'S CAVE 
CAPTURED BY 
FLANK ATTACK 


French Casualties Were Less 
Than Number Of German 
Prisoners Taken, 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

FRENCH FRONT IN FRANCE, 
June 27.—(By the Associated Press.) 
—A French military chaplain figured 
prominently with the French troops 
in a brilliantly successful attack on 
the Dragon's Cave, on the Chemin 
des Dames, in the neighborhood of 
Hurtebise. While advancing with a 
stretcher bearer detachment the 
chaplain was confronted by the fear- 
some figure of a German officer whose 
clothing was aflame, The chaplain 
raised a crucifix and offered religious 
comfort to the burning man, who 
pointed to the rear, where another 
German officer was creeping out of & 
hole, 

The chaplain, still holding the cruci- 
fix aloft, advanced, shouting to the 
Germans to surrender, The officer 
replied: “We are ready, but will only 
surrender to an officer.” 

A French officer ,approached and 
entered the cayern, where 150 Qar- 
mans, including three officers, laid 
down their arma, 

Where the action occurred was the 
scene of an ambuscade of the French 
in the beginning of 1915, which result- 
ed in congiderable Frene hlosses, 

The operation succeeded beyond all 
expectations and resulted in the cape 
ture of $17 prisoners, including a 
number of officers. The French now 
hold all dominating points on this 
part of the Chemin des Dames, The 
prisoners came in batches with hands 
held high in the air and = shouting: 
“The war is over.” 

The German trenches were won in 
a flank attack. The cavern was 600 
feet long and 300 feet broad, The 
southern entrance was held by the 
French and the northern entrance by 
the Germans, Across it the Germans 
had built a brick wall, The French 
objective was to drive the Germans 
from the cavern and gain the obser- 
vation points on the surface, While 
the southern entrance was filled with 
gas, which penetrated to the Ger- 
man section, the northern exit was 
shelled and showered with machine 
gun bullets. The entire French casu- 
alties during the operation were less 
than the number of prisoners taken, 
while everywhere evidences were 
found that the Germans had suffered 
heavily in killed,

Rapid Ending of War Oonstitutes Most Important Problem For 


Revolutionary Democracy. 


Petrograd, June 27-——A resolution 
catergorically rejecting any move for 
1 separate peace between Germany 
ind Russia has been adopted by an 
verwhelming majority, by the con- 
ress of Workmen's and Soldiers’ de- 
puties of all Russia, The resolution at 
the same time declares that restora- 
tion of peace at the earliest possible 
iay {s the most important need of the 
Russian revolutionary democracy. The 
text of the resolution which was pro- 
posed by revolutionary socialists and 
the Minimalist social democrats, fol- 
lows 

“The present war arose in conse- 
quence of aspirations of imperialists, 
yrevalling among the ruling classes 
of all countries and tending towards 
the usurpation of markets and sub- 
mission to thelr economic and politi- 
cal influence of small and decadent na- 
tions, The war is leading to complete 
exhaustion of people of all countries 
and is placing the Russian revolution 
on the edge of a precipice. While mak- 
ing millions of yictimns and absorbing 
billlons of the weath of the country 
it threatens to increase still more the 
disorder in which Russia was left by 
the old regime, leading to famine and 
turning the country from productive 
labor for the consolidating of its 
newly-won liberty 


“The congress recognizes _conse- 
quently that the struggle for more 
rapid ending of the war constitutes 
the most important problem for the 
revolutionary democracy—a problem 
imposed as much by the interests of 
the revolution as by the aspirations of 
the workers of all countries to put an 
end to mutual extermination and re- 
store their fraternal union for -the 
common struggle for complete libera- 
tion of humanity. 

“The congress recognizes, first, that 
ending the war by means of the de- 
feat of one of the belligerents would 
constitute the point of departure for 
fresh wars, increase dissension among 
the nations and lead them to complete 
exhaustion, famine and ruin; second, 
that a separate peace would strength- 
en one of the Pelligerents and give it

ESCAPE DEATH THO’ 
AIRSHIP BURNS 


Two Of Crew Of A Zeppelin 
Destroyed In East 
Anglia.

LONDON, June 27,-—When the Brit- 
ish recently brought down a Zeppolin 
on the east Angiian coast they cap- 
tured two members of the crew, who 
in @ miraguious manner, escaped 
death as the airship plunged to carth. 
This fact was made known to the 
newspapers today by the admiralty. 
One of the prisoners is an officer and 
the other a private, The privato sus- 
tained ‘broken legs dn the fall of the 
airship, but he is recovering. His com- 
panion escaped virtually unscathed. 
The Zeppelin fell from a height of 
13,000 feet and was in flames when it 
reached the ground.

London, June 27—Baron Rhondda

stuffs,

department's formation, “require to 
be enforced by strict control from the 
producer to the retailer with the ob 
Ject of limiting profits at every stage 
from production to distribution to 
falr remuneration for the service: 
rendered, 

“The first ptep is to determine the 
exact cost of production and handl- 
ing. For that purpose steps have been 
taken to set up a cost department of 
highly skilled aceountants who will 
have full powers to obtain any par- 
ticulars which may assist the control- 
ler in arriving at accurate figures as 
to cost,"

This is so, U-boats Have Been 
Convoyed by Mercantile Sub- 
mayines. :

Providence, Ri, June %7,—The 
Providence Jgurnal today says: 

“The United States government ts 
in possession of information which 
has revived the belief that German 
U-boats are again on this side of the 
Atlantic and that they have estab- 
shed a base somewhere off the south 
side of Cuba, 

“It is declared by officers of the 
navy that if this is so, these U-boats 
have either been preceded or followed 
by one or more mercantile submar- 
ines, which have carried extra’ sup- 
plies of torpedoes and oil, 

“Such a convoy ts said to be abso- 
lutely necessary in order to make the 
trip across the Atlantic for German 
submarines worth while. 

“The arming of all merchant ships 
has practically destroyed the attack 
value of the three Inch and four inch 
guns which have been carried on the 
decks of these submarines in the past 
and the shell fire of which has meant 
the saving of a great many torpedoes 

“With the greater risk from ope: 
fighting now that mercantile vesse! 
are armed, the submarines are being 
compelled to depend more and more 
on torpedoes alone, and it is pointed 
out that unless these U-boats, which 
are said to have reached Atlantic 
have 
some means of replenishing their 
stock of torpedoes, their presence 
here, except in great numbers, would 
be productive of very little military 
advantage, It is believed, therefore, 
that mercantile submarine convoys 
have been sent also. y

Mesopotamia Report Followed By 
Demand for Disciplinary 
Measures 


London, June 27—Even the dissatis- 
faction that was aroused by the re- 
port of the Dardanelles commission is 
exceeded by the storm of reproaches 
in the press over the revelations re- 
garding the Mesopotamia expedition 
made public in the Blue Book issued 
last night. Several high reputations 
have been blasted by this report, but 
some of the newspapers, dissatified 
with the comforting assurances that 


the old regime has disappeared, co-~ 
mand to be informed whether no dis 
ciplinary measures are to follow. 
The feature of the report is a de- 
scription of the sufferings of the 
wounded after the battle of Ctesiphon. 
Surgeon Major Carter made a report 
declaring the wounded were without 
protection from the rain, some with- 
out blankets and some with broken 


limbs set with splints made from 
strips of @Niteicy boxes, The commis- 
sion’s evidence shows that Surgeon 
Major Carter's superior officers 
threatened to put him under arrest 
and referred to him as a “faddist,’ 


while the mpport of General Sir John 
Nixon, then commander of the Brit- 
ish forces in Mesopotamia, in re- 
sponse to questions from the Indian 
offices, which had,-heard rumors as to 
bad conditions declared the medical 
arrangements were splendid. In reply 
to a telegram froin Adjutant Genera! 
Cowper, in January, 1916, saying the 
relief of Kut-el-Amara would have to 
be abandoned unless he received ade- 
quate shipping transport, the Indi@ 
commander in chief wired that he 
would remove Adjutant General Cow- 
per from command if he sent any 
nore querulous or petulant demands 
or shipping.” 

The Evening Standard points ou’ 
that J. Austin Chamberlain, secretary 
for India, and Baron Hardinge, for- 
mer viceroy for India, remain in high 
office and that none of the others 
named as responsible has suffered ex-

Scheme is Inaugurated by the 
Strongest Companies in 
England 


London, June 27.—Insurance for all 
men serving with the British forces on 
land or seas has been inaugurated by 
the strongest companies in England. 
It affects all ranks, offering a fixed 
rate with benefits varying according 
to the circumstances attending death. 
The minimum yearly premium is $5 
and the maximum $8100, ‘If the in- 
sured soldier dies of natural causes in 
Europe, exclusive of the Balkan pen- 
insula, or the sailor at sea, the bene- 
ficiary receives $500. If he dies in 
action, or is drowned at sea, the bene- 
ficiary receives $25 immediately, with 
a share in nine-tenths of the entire 
surplus arising from the whole 
scheme, which will be divided at the 
end of the war,

THE DUTY AND RIGHT OF 
ORITICISM. 

The libel suit, Sheppard versus 
The Bulletin, has been decided in 
"he Bulletin’s favor by the Su- 
preme Geurt of Canada, It will 
be remembered that this suit 
arose out of the fight for a ‘‘clean 
city’? that was put up by The 
Bulletin during the 
elections of 1914. The civic con- 
ditions in Edmonton during that 
year were so bad that a judicial 
investigation was _ held. The 
findings of the judge disclosed an 
utterly disgraceful condition of 
alYairs in the City of Edmonton. 
When the municipal elections for 


the year were in progress, The 
Bulletin took the view that the 
administrative majority in the 


City Council was responsible for 
the condition of affairs proven at 


the judicial investigation, and 
called for the defeat of those 
members of that majority who 


Were standing for re-election. Of 
necessity, the names of the mem- 
bers of the Council constituting 
t.e administrative majority, and 
therefore, as The Bulletin con- 
tended, responsible for the condi- 
tions of the city, were specifically 
mentioned, Several of the alder. 
men standing for re-election gave 
netice of action for libel against 
“he Bulletin. Alderman Rice 
Sheppard, who had been included 
as a member of the administra- 
tive majority, but who was not 
standing for re-election, also en- 
tered action for libel. In all, 
‘he Bulletin received notice of 
nine suits for libel arising out of 
the municipal contest, with aggre- 
gate claims for damages in the 
neighborhood of $75,000. 

When the elections were over 
and the ‘‘clean city’’ ticket had 
been elected, all of the suits were 
dropped except that of Mr. 
Sheppard. His action was tried 
before Judge Ives. He conténd- 
ed that the comments of The 
Bulletin were an unjust and dam- 
aging reflection upon him. The 
Bulletin’s defence was that the 
comments made related only to 
the administration of civic affairs, 
and were made in good faith and 
in the discharge of public duty; 
that they were not intended, and 
did not in fact, reflect upon Mr. 
Sheppard other than in his dis- 
charge of civic responsibility. 
Judge Ives sustained the position 
of The Bulletin and dismissed the 
action with costs. Mr. Sheppard 
appealed to the supreme court of 
Alberta, where judgment was 
given in his favor for $450 dam- 
ages-and costs. The effect of the 
decision of the supreme court of 
Alberta would have been to limit 
the responsibilities of public office 
by limiting the right of newspaper 
criticism. The Bulletin did not 
feel that it was warranted in ac- 
cepting a decision having this 
effect as final, It has always 
held the view that the people who 
pay the taxes and who are the 
subjects of administrative con- 
trol, are entitled to know through 
the press what is being done and 
who is doing it, and also to an 
expression of opinion as to whe- 
ther or not it is being well done. 
The decision of the supreme court 
settles the point, so far as Canada 
is concerned, that there is a right 
of newspaper criticism of men 
holding public office for the re- 
sults of their public acts, 

There is no doubt that some, if 
not all, of the nine libel suits were 
entered for the purpose. of pre- 
venting the criticism of the muni- 
cipal authorities then being made 
by The Bulletin The time was 


one of great financial stringeney, 


municipal | 


especially for newspapers. The 
nine libel suits, most of them by 
men holding important public 
office, aggregating huge damages, 
directed against a newspaper 
then struggling for existence, 
might reasonably have been ex- 
pected to have an important 
effect in minimizing its criticisms, 
if not in altogether stopping its 
publication. Had the effort been 
successful, and The Bulletin ceas- 
ed its comments or its publication 
at that time and under those cir- 
cumstances, there is very little 
doubt that the civie contest would 
have had a materially different 
result, and, as a consequence, con- 
ditions in Edmonton would not be 
as they are today, 

The expense of meeting a libel 
suit, even a successful libel suit, 
is very great. The winning of 
the appeal before the Supreme 
Court is of importance to The 
Bulletin from a financial point 
of view, but it is much more im- 
portant from the fact that the 
course taken by The Bulletin is 
justified by the highest authority 
in the Dominion.* While The 
Bulletin desires to be understood 
as always standing for what it 
believes to be right, and as taking 
such a position as will not be mis- 
Understood, it is not less anxious 
that its readers should be  con- 
vinted that its action is never 
taken with any other desire than 
to work for the public good. It 
would be most distasteful to the 
management of The Bulletin if it 
were believed that at any time its 
columns could be used for the 
purpose of discrediting any reput- 
able citizen as such. 

So far as Mr, Rice Sheppard is 


concerned, The Bulletin has _ al- 
ready said, and desires to say 
again, that it has not now and 


never had, any desire or intention 
of doing him any injury or in- 
justice in his private lifesor in his 
‘apacity as a citizen of Edmonton. 
Its only difference with Mr. Shep- 
pard was that it held him to strict 
accountability for the  conse- 
quences resulting from acts of 
administration in civie govern. 
ment, in the responsibility for 
which it believed he shared. The 
Supreme Court of Canada has de- 
cided that The Bulletin was with- 
in its rights, or, in other words, 
was in the discharge of its public 
duty in taking the position it did.

from a desire that men be con- 

scripted in Ontario to make up 
che shortage in Quebec. 
ONE DROP. 

Sir George Foster, Hon. T. W. 

Crothers and others who have 


been telling us that the increased 
cost of living was due entirely to 
the war, and therefore beyond 
Government control, may note 
that the price of eggs dropped ten 
cents per dozen in Toronto at the 
appointment of the food control- 
ler. And unless the food con- 
troller has been appointed to de- 
monstrate the theory that nothing 
can be done, by doing nothing, 
there will be some other convine- 
ing drops before long. 


POLITICS FIRST. 


From the tone of a good many 
Canadian papers the important 
thing is not whether the public 
want men conscripted in Western 
Canada to make up a_ shortage 
from Eastern Canada, but whe- 
her the Government would gain 
a political advantage or lose one 
by ‘putting over’’ the arrange- 
ment without giving the public a 
chance to express their opinions. 
The fate of the Government, a 
stranger would suppose, is the 
really important thing in Canada. 
What happens to the public, or to 
the principles of democracy, is a 
minor matter. 


FILL UP THE BIN. 


The advice tendered by Mr. 
Pitcher at the Board of Trade 
luncheon should,be taken to heart 
by every householder in Edmon- 
ton, The substance of the matter 
is that coal is available now, but 
there is no telling whether it will 
be availaple next winter in any 
relation to the demand.

SASKATCHEWAN. 


The verdict from the Saskat- 
chewan electors is not surprising, 
but it was hardly expected that 
they would render it in such an 
emphatic tone. For a Govern- 
ment which has held, power for 
twelve years, and which recently 
underwent a change of leadership 
from the man who created it to a 
man comparatively new to provin- 
cial politics, the result is remark- 
able. The record of the Govern- 
ment entitled it to a continuance 
in office and would have likely 
secured this, but the overwhelm- 
ing approval from the polls is a 
striking and significant tribute to 
Premier Martin’s course in deal- 
ing with the parties mixed up in 
the bribery business a year or so 
ago. Saskatchewan evidently 
appreciates a premier who not 
only is honest, but who refuses to 
be dependent politically upon 
men who are not. Political de- 
cency is getting to be popular in 
Canada.

‘American Troops Get 
Great Reception From 
Waiting French Crowd 


Enthusiasm Rose to Fever Pitch and Port Was Speedily Beflagged in 
Honor of Occasion—Additional Troops Are Expected Thursday. 
Great Number of Trucks Transporting Immense Supplies to Camp 
in Which Soldiers Are Concentrating. 
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A French Seaport, June 27—The second contingent of American 
troops arrived and disembarked this morning. 

The troops landed amid the frantic cheers of the people, who had 
gathered for hours before in anticipation of the duplicating of yes- 
terday’s surprise, Enthusiasm rose to fever pitch when it was learn- 
ed that the transports and the convoys had successfully passed the 
submarine zone, The port was speedily beflagged in honor of the 


occasion, 


All of the troops now arrived were 
transferred today to a camp not far 
distant from this point, where Major- 
General William L, Sibert is installed. 
Thence they probably will go soon to a 
point near the front, All the troops 


are in excellent shape, enthusiastic 
over the successful trip and their re- 
ception, and eager for action, 

Major-General Pershing, the Amer- 
ican commander, is expected tomor- 
row, when additional troops are ex- 
pected, 

The harbor is dotted with convoys. 
The streets are filled with soldiers in 
khaki and with blue-jackets. Great 
numbers of trucks are transporting 
immense supplies to the camp in 
which the troops are concentrating. 

Soon in Battle Line 

Washington, June 27.—The epochal 
landing of American troops in France 
cannot be fully discussed at this time 
for obvious reasons concerning the 
safety of other contingents. 

It ig entirely permissible to say they 
are part of the force which will be 
under command of Major-General J. 
J. Pershing and for whose arrival the 
general and his staff have been arrang- 
ing ever since they landed on the other 
side, 

Indcpendent Command 

The American troops will be an 
entirely independent command just as 
are the British troops, working of 
course, with the French at the head of 
operations as they are on French soil 
When the troops have had their period 
of preparation beside the lines they 
will take place on the battle front to 
be arranged by General Pershing, in 
consultation with the other military 
chiefs there, and probably will very 
soon be carrying the Stars and Stripes 
in the assaults which steadily are_driy- 
ing the Germans out of France and 
Belgium 

All the troops under General Persh- 
ing’s command are regulars and com- 
prise the division which President 
Wilson directed to proceed to France 
“at the earliest possibie time.” In- 
formation of what other troops move- 
ments may be made is surrounded by 
secrecy to insure, so far as possible, a

Germans Were Waiting 

It is not permissible to say what pre- 
cautions took the American troop 
ships past the waiting German sub- 
marines, but there is no doubt that the 
precautions were carefully worked for 
it is generally belioved that some time 
ago most of the German submarine 
fleet was withdrawn from its attacks 
on commercial ships to make it ready 
to ambush American troop ships tn 
force.

Dr. Alexis Carrel, Wizard of Surgery 


When the world pictures to itself a 
famous surgeon it conjures up @ mah, 
ripe in years, rich in hirsute adorii- 
ment about the face, and looking over 
heavy spectacles in a very grave and 
wise manneg. If, therefore, you were 
suddenly confronted with the person 
of Aiexis Carrel, you would never in 
the world take him to be one of the 
leading surgeons that the age has pro- 
duced. He has neither a beard, nor 
does he look as though the worlds 
wisdom were weighing heavily upon 
him, True, he wears a pince-nez. For 
the rest he looks like a bright, aleré, 
up-to-the-minute business man, Ant 
bright and alert he Is, yes, very. 
From the standpoint of medical 
achievement Dr, Alexis Carrel is very 
young in years, He is today celebrat- 
ing his 44th birthday, and, as he has 
always fought for the advancement of 
science, he is today fighting for the 
maintenance of liberty throughout the 
world, for Dr, Carrel is at the front 
in France, the land where he was 
born. He has been working in the 
hospitals day and night since the com- 
mencement of the war and giving his 
native land the benefit of his achteve- 
ments in surgery. Dr, Carrels rise in 
his profession was truly meteoric. Hy, 
was born at Sainte Foy des Lyons 
France, June 28, 187%. 
the University of Lyons and in 1806 
was an interne in the principal hospi- 
tal of that city, Later he joined the 
medical faculty of the University of 
Lyons, He came to America, going tt 
Montreal, Where he entered upon la
